“For these past years the big ques- 
tion in the music biz has been—‘Are 
the bands coming back?’ This ques- 
tion has been asked by musicians for 
economic reasons—by d.j.’s for a var- 
iety of programming reasons—by lis- 
teners for entertainment reasons—and 
by the younger set for dancing rea- 
sons, 


“It is the belief of this corner that 
the bands have never left. And if we 
carefully analyze the above statement, 
I think we can be realistic enough to 
state that it seems more a case of

Everybody says that this is the day 
of the singing groups—the sounds of 
the Crew Cuts, the Four Coins, the 
Four Guys, the Zooms, the Wailers 
and so on, True, the groups are hot 
right now, and I’m all for ’em. 


“Be that as it may, the banda ARE

was second-rate in most cases. Other 
contributing factors were the general 
revolution taking place in music itself 
and a new economy forcing young 
talents to turn elsewhere for a living. 

“Recently, the situation has leveled 
off somewhat. The eagerness to create 
new and confusing styles has dimin- 
ished, leaving in its place Grade-A 
bands with both danceable and listen- 
able appeal, Obvious examples are the 
aggregations of Les Elgart, Ray An- 
thony, Sauter-Finegan, and the _ re-

“Yes, the public, the ultimate judge, 
is giving a vote of confidence all over 
again to the really deserving dance 


bands. My only regret is that, in the 


upheaval, promising outfits of those 
hectic years. — like Bobby Sherwood, 
Bob Chester, and Elliott Lawrence — 
didn’t survive the storm. They are 
sorely missed. 

“So, with a brief look behind, it’s 
hats off to the new music-makers of 
America Long may they blow.”
